German Retreat in Russia 


Deteriorating Into Rout and 


May Be W ar’s Turning Point 


J hr great w ithdraw al of H it­ 
lerian forces on the Russian front 
has tak en on so much of the na­ 
ture of a rout as to rank with 
D unk erque as one of the pivotal 
Irises of the whole war. 
What started oui as a planned 
w ithdraw al has deteriorated so 
rapidly 
under 
the 
pile-driver 
blows of the Red forces that the 
German high command is now 
faced with the problem of w heth­ 
er the Nazi armies 
can 
reach 
their prepared defenses west of 
the Dnieper River and avert a 
m ajor disaster. If tin y do achieve 
that hat-trick , they 
still 
must 
look back on one of the most cost­ 
ly retreats of history , both in 
men and materiel. 
As this is written the unbeliev­ 
able Red armies are almost at the 
line of the Dnieper 
at 
several 
points. They ’re just about where 
they were two y ears ago when 
Hitler was smashing them back 
with arrogant assurance. 
The whole unworldly German 
right wing, stretching 750 miles 
from Smolensk in the north to 
the Crimea in the south, is shiv­ 
ering and crack ing 
under 
the 
fierce Red assaults. Tile Russians 
are close to Kiev and Smolensk , 
strategic 
strong-pointa 
in 
the 
Nazi front. 
Moscow 
i -, watching the battle! 
for these two cities confidently , 
ex pectantly . 
Smolensk 
is one 
of the important crossings of the 
Upper Dnieper. 
This ancient city 
of Boris Godunov, long a prize 
of wars, is the gateway to Mos­ 
cow. 
But it's a gateway that 
sw ings both way s, as Bonaparte i 
discovered 
when 
his 
shattered 
troops fled back through there in 
the snows of 1812. 
Kiev, capital 
of the golden U k raine for which; 
H itler sold his soul to the devil,! 
is also a Dnieper crossing which | 
is a life-1 urn f*>r the hard pressed 
invaders. 
This much must be said for the 
G erm an retreat: 
Only general­ 
ship of the highest order could 
have preserved even the semb­ 
lance of a line in face of the 
terrific Russian strik ing power. 
Morale of the Nazi troops also 
m ust have been steady to permit 
of such an operation. 
The question now is w hether 
the G erm ans can 
steady 
them ­ 
selves on the Dnieper lint* and 
hold. 
It would be rash to jump 
to the conclusion that they can't 
do this, especially with the fall 
rains coming to slow the Russians 
down. 
However, w e’re justified 
in noting that they are in a pre­ 
carious position. 
W hether the Nazis hold on the 
Dnieper, we are witnessing the 
break ing up of H itler’s power. 
I 
He is definitely on the defensive, 
I 
and will so continue, w ith lessen- I 
ing resistance, until the end. This | 
doesn’t m ean that We might not 
see him undertak e further oflen- 
siy es, but any thing of that nature 
will be an act of desperation and 
still defensive. 
All the signs 
are 
that 
the 
F uehrer’s role now is to 
battle 
for time—time which he hopes 
may enable him 
to 
m aneuver 
himself into a favorable position 
for a negotiated peace. It’s a safe 
bet righ* now that he would jum p 
at any Allied term s which would 
give him a lease of life and allow 
him to return to his old bounder* 
ies. 
Why , because the G erman

We can’t judge the present po­ 
sition by the collapse of civilian 
morale in the last war. That was 
impelled in large degree by stark 
hunger—and few’ things are more 
destructive of morale, especially 
when children are suffering. Thus 
far the G erm an public appears to 
have sufficient food, much of it 
stolen from starving conquered 
peoples, of course, but still nour­ 
ishment.
